Letters add to steelworker dispute

days following rejection of the

If we do, we'll go 
out of business.”’ 

The National Steel contract, 
affecting steelworkers at three 
Midwestern divisions, including 
Granite City Steel, expires at 
midnight July 31. The proposed 
agreement, matching one recent- 
ly reached with Bethlehem Steel, 
was agreed to by negotiation 
teams from the company and 
the United Steelworkers Union

GRANITE CITY — They had barely recovered from the trag- 
edy of losing a member of their block to murder when the 
residents of Bryan Avenue had to brace for another shocker — 

the perpetrator may have been one of their own. 

The narrow West Granite street, buzzing since the April 29 
murder of Sheila Renee Hunt, was in an uproar again Wednes- 
day evening with the arrest of Mark Allen McGuire. He lived at 
2128 Bryan Ave.; Hunt lived at 2132, two doors away. 

“‘We watched them come and get him,’’ said Sheryl Horgon, a 
neighbor who lives across the street from McGuire. “His wife 
kissed and hugged him before they took him away.’’

Horgon and others helped paint a picture of the victim and the 
accused, with some giving varying opinions of McGuire. 

““He was very quiet and he talked to no one, except one man, 
and (the family) only used the back door,’’ said Horgon. ‘‘He 
had a spooky air about him.”’ 

But another male neighbor, who asked not to be identified, 
was more complimentary. ‘‘He’d help you fix the lawnmower, 
anything. You'd call him, he’d come right over.” 

McGuire and his wife, Karen, were in the process of separat- 
ing, and Karen had been moving personal items out of the house 
as late as Thursday night, the neighbor said. McGuire was 
arrested Wednesday night. 

The neighbor was not as complimentary aboul McGuire's wife. 
“There were times she’d stand out in the back yard and call 
him everything but a white man," he said 

He said McGuire had lived at the residence about 212 years 

Speaking about the suspect, Horgon said McGuire and his wife 
never used the front door at their home and at one point 
McGuire had bolted or boarded the windows shut at the house. 

“In the last two weeks or so he’s been different. He’s been out 
playing with his stepdaughter in front of the house, carrying her 
around on his shoulders and trying to be nice.

1967 a new buildi designed to 
provide residential care for 32 
children was constructed. That 
building is also used as a fully-li- 
censed day care facility for 125 
children.

The following article is by Sec- 
retary of State Jim Edgar. 


The ability to stop quickly is 
one of the keys in preventing 
accidents. If your brakes appear 
to be losing some of their stop- 
pins ability, do not hesitate to 

re them checked. 


The brakes are one of your 
vehicle’s most important, but 
often neglected, safety systems, 
according to the AAA-Chicago 
Motor Club. Following are sever 
al_ warning signals that may 
indicate your brakes are about 
to fail: 

*You hear a scraping sound or 
other noise when the brakes are 
applied. 

*The vehicle pulls to the left 
or right during braking. 

*The brake pedal vibrates

Brakes should be inspected by 
a qualified mechanic at least 
once a year. Vehicles driven in 
urban areas need to have brakes 
checked more often than vehi- 
cles driven on the highway 
because stop and go driving

The auto club also recom- 
mends that you check the brake 
fluid reservoir level monthly. On 
most cars, the reservoir is 
attached to the firewall in the 
engine compartment on the driv- 
er's side. Most late model cars 


have a sight glass so you can 
see the fluid level without 
removing the cover. Before 


adding any brake fluid, read 
your owner's manual to deter- 
mine the correct fluid to use
